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DECORATIVE “DO’S AND DON’T’S” 


COLORS: The colors you choose for 
a room should depend primarily on two 
things—the light it gets and its size. 
With a dark room or one with a northern 
exposure, let light, warm colors pre- 
dominate—cream, ivory, rose, peach, 
orange, pinkish gray or orchid. On the 
other hand, a room that is flooded with 
sunshine needs cool colors—greens, 
blues, blue-grays, beige, lavender. 

If your room is small, use only light 
tints on the walls and avoid large pat- 
terns on either walls or floors. Strong 
colors and big designs will make a 
small room look still smaller. In large 
rooms, of course, you can “‘let yourself 
go’’ and employ quite vivid colors and 
decisive patterns. 


FLOORS AND WALLS: Make 
your floor color the foundation of the 
whole decorative scheme. If you choose 
a pattern for your floor, let the walls be 
plain or in some indefinite design. Vice 
versa, with a plain, richly-toned floor, 
you can use figured wall decoration

with great effect. And, as a general 
rule, keep your walls lighter in color 
than your floors and repeat in their 
decoration some hue that appears on 
the floor. 


CEILINGS: Keep your ceilings still 
lighter than the walls but not dead 
white. It unifies the room to tint them a 
harmonizing, off-white shade or very 
pale tone of a color used on the floor 
or on the walls. 


WOODWORK: In a small room, 
keep woodwork inconspicuous by paint- 
ing it in the prevailing hue used on the 
walls. However, in a large room, wood- 
work may serve as a definite contrasting 
note in the decorative scheme. 


FABRICS: If your floor is decidedly 
patterned, pick out one or two colors 
from the design for your curtains and 
upholstery. But if your floor is a solid 
color, consider harmonizing figured 
fabrics for these accessories.
